CHICAGO, Juno 15. Now "wheat from
Oklahoma began to he sold here today
and Is under contract to be dellvored in
this city thc first half of July.

High authorities in the northwest were
reported to maintain that thc wheat
crops of that section were in excellent
condition and not In especial need of
moisture at this time, although a de-
ficiency In rainfall was acknowledged.

Scarcity of offerings had much to do
with keeping the tone of thc market firm
and especially toward the end of thu
dny.

AN ORDINANCE.

An ordlannco requiring thc payment
of licenses by persons. Ilrnis. associations
and corporations engaged In thc business
of leasing, renting or otherwise furnish-
ing for hire electric clocks, time pieces,
market tickers or tape machines.

Be It ordained by the City Council of
Salt Lake City. Utah:

Section 1. It shall bo unlawful for any
person, tlrm. association or corporation
to engage in. carry on. conduct or oper-
ate tho business of leasing, renting, or
otherwise furnishing for hire electric
clocks, cloctrlc time pieces, market tick-
ers or tapo machines, within the corpo-
rate limits of Salt Lako City without first
procuring a license so to do.

Section 2. Persons required to pav a
license under tho provisions of Section 1,
of this ordinance shall pay to Salt LakeCity annually. In advance, tho sum of
$2.00 for each such clock, time plooo.
ticker or tape machine so leased, rented
or furnished.

Section 3. On or before tho 1st day of
January of each year, persons engaged
In the business as provided In Section 1

of this ordinance shall furnish to the As-
sessor of License Taxes of said City a
statement under oath showing the num-
ber of electric clocks, time pieces, market
tickers or tape machines leased, rented,
furnished or hired during the prcccd-- :
Ing year.

Section 4. Any person, firm, associa-
tion or corporation violating tho provi-
sions of this ordinance, shall upon con-
viction bo punished by a lino In any
sum loss than $300.00, or. by Imprison-
ment In the city Jail, or by both such
lino and Imprisonment.

Section 5. This ordinance shall take
effect upon approval.
